The same policy is to be extended to all South and Central Ameri- 
can states, whose best and largest customer we are, opening in mutual 
exchange their markets to us and ours to them. England, which has had 
the interterminal monopoly of this fat and fertile trade, dismayed at its 

possible loss, will do all it can to prevent or diminish American progress.
